ed ranging from putting up a build­ 
ing at a cost of $250,000 up to one 
requiring an expenditure of $500,000.

LONDON, April ll.—The house of 
commons was adjourned 
by the 
speaker this eevning until tomorrow 
because of disorders in the cham­ 
ber. 
The adjourn interrupted the govern­ 
ment’s efort to obtain the adoption 
(I a motion similar to the one of 
which it was defeated last night. 
Prior to adjournment an uproar by 
the laborites caused the speaker to 
suspend the silting for an hour. 
As the members left a Scottish la­ 
bor member angrily addressed Mr 
Ormsby-Gore, 
conservative, 
and 
struck him with an order paper. Mr. 
Ormsby-Gore grappled 
with 
the 
Scotchman and other members were 
obliged to separate them. 
The warrant upon which Wilson 
was arrested charges him with em­ 
bezzlement of $4,000 but L. K. Rob­ 
erts, chief national hank examiner in 
Kansas City, said that the alleged 
shortage would reach $15,000 or $20,- 
000.

ADRIAN, Mo., April ll.—A run on 
the First National Bank here, which 
started with the arrest late yesterday 
of R. C. Wilson, cashier, on a charge 
of embezzlement, had drained the 
bank of nearly all its available cash, 
it was announced today. 
George B 
! Wyatt, president, went to Butler, Mo., 
today to raise enough cash to meet 
further demands of depositors. 
S. L. Fogel. examiner, refused to 
state how' much money had been 
withdrawn but declared 
that more 
would be needed to meet the run. At 
least twenty 
depositors 
withdrew' 
their money 
soon 
after 
the bank 
opened this morning. 
Mr. Fogel es­ 
timated that about $5,000 would stop 
the run and avert closing of the insti­ 
tution. 
The bank 
ha? 
deposits of about 
$150,000. Its capital stock is $25,000 
and its surplus $12,000. 
Mr. Fogel 
said he believed that none of the de­ 
positors would lose. 


LONDON. April l l . —The govern­

quit the chair. 


KANSAS CITY, April ll .—It. G. 
Wilson, ca hier of the First National 
Bank at Adrian, Mo., was arrested 
there late yesterday and brought to 
Kansas City on a charge of embezzle­ 
ment. The bank was not closed but 
its affairs were placed in tho hands 
of S. L. Vogel, an agent of the Fideli­ 
ty National Bank and Trust com­ 
pany here. 
Fogel estimated the al­ 
leged deficit by Wilson as between 
$25,000 and $30,000. 
At the last bank call April 3 the 
I First National Bank had shown $130,- 
090 in deposits, capitalization of $25,- 
000 and surplus, $12,009. None of the 
depositors would lose by the compli­ 
cations that have arisen, according 
to Mr. Vogel.

DANVILLE, Va., April 
ll.—Pro­ 
tected from Intrusion by lofty clefts 
of Datrick County Mountains, a lit­ 
tle colony of men and women under 
the leadership of the Reverend Allen 
Stickiey is quietly at work founding 
a modern utopia. 
Mr. Stickiey announced last spring 
that the time had arrived for 
his 
people to get away from the tempta­ 
tions of a “reckless 
world.” 
He 
stated his intention of going into the 
remote section of Patrick 
County 
where close communion with nature 
could be had and •‘where a daily re­ 
ligion, based on the 
fundamental 
truths of the Bible could be practic­ 
ed.” 
Not many months later the colon­ 
ists bought a large stretch of Smith 
River Valley, which is ten miles 
north of Stuart and far from 
any 
community and railways. 
There were six families from Geor­ 
gia, Maryland, Pennsylvania and In­ 
diana. 
The minister declared he 
was “not courting publicity,” 
and 
asked to be “left alone” in order that 
he and his followers might develop 
their plan, according to their own 
leas. 
One Patrick County man, who re­ 
cently climbed a mountain 
from 
which he could look down on 
the 
winding stream of Smith River, said 
that in addition to the six 
farm­ 
houses, built by the pioneers, 
the 
amework of other homes stood out 
and that there were several other 
buildings. 
Such contact as Patrick County 
fruit growers have had with the col* 
my is said to have resulted in a fav­ 
orable impression. 
The trend of the colonists is along 
agricultural lines. It is their plan iii 
ti mat civ to become entirely self-sup-

AWAIT ACTION IN 
“BOBBY” BURNS CASE 


Escape Was Spectacular 
MATTEAWAN, N. Y., April ll.— 
Four desperate and insane criminals 
made a spectacular escape from the 
Matteawan State Hospital early to­ 
day. Iii their break for freedom they 
made threatening use of a smuggled 
revolver, bound two guards and lock­ 
ed them up after taking their keys 
from them and kidnapped two other 
guards and the institution chauffeur, 
The kidnapped men 
were released 
several miles north of Poughkeepsie 
but all trace of the fugitives was lost. 
The men w'ho escaped were: John 
Hawkins, New York, charged with 
maltier. 
John Coffey, 25, New York, said 
by the police to be a notorious fur 
thief. 
Marquis Curtis, 47, with a long 
j*.prison record; admitted to the hos­ 
pital after being arrested on a charge 
of feloniously possessing explosives. 
Frank James, 22, 
of 
Brooklyn, 
charged with burglary. 
AU lour men were inmates of a 
section of the institution in which 
the quietest patients are 
confined. 
One of them obtained a 
revolver 
which institution 
officials 
believe 
was smuggled iii from tho outside. 
About 1.30 a. in., the men held up 
Harry 
Wilson, 
night 
watchman, 


j bound and gagged him, and locked 
I him in a bathroom after taking from 
* him his keys. 
The boys, however, 
; enabled them to get as far as the 
| corridor. Here they concealed thcm- 
; selves until James Coyle, a guard, 
approached on his 
rounds. 
They 
! punched Coyle in the face, shoved 
the revolver iii his ribs and forced 
1 him into the key room. 
Un theit 
way they met another attendant, Ed­ 
ward Dilger, to whom they adminis­ 
tered tho same 
treatment. 
After 
getting the keys to the outer doors, 
the quartet forced Coyle and Dillgee, 
to accompany them. 
On their way 
to the hospital garage they met a 
third guard. William Wilson, 
and 
compelled him to join the party. 
In attempting to start an automo­ 
bile they aroused Leroy Krom, hos­ 
pital chauffeur, who was taken cap­ 
tive. 
The fugitives made Krom start the 
big touring car of Dr. Raymond F. C. 
Kieb, hospital superintendent. They 
locked William Wilson in the gar­ 
age, but took Coyle, Dilger and Krom 
with them. 
Hawkins drove the car. 
Near Poughkeepsie they turned tl>o 
two guards and the chauffeur loose. 
The automobile later was 
found 
abandoned near Poughkeepsie. In the 
meanwile, failure of Harry Wilson to 
made his rounds, started an investi­ 
gation which resulted in the discov­ 
ery of the watchman trussed 
and 
gagged in the bathroom an hour and 
a half after the getaway.

small onion, half a teaspoonful of 
cloves and half a teaspoonful of 
cinnamon. 
Cook the sauce about 
half an hour, thicken It a little and 
serve poured over the beef. 
One of the essentials in any fam­ 
ily is a small Scotch kettle such as 
used in our grandmothers' day for 
frying doughnuts. 
An Iron cover 
should fit It tightly and meat or 
foods cooked in it will conserve all 
their flavor. 
The Iron bolds the 
heat, making the cooking very eco­ 
nomical as to fuel. 
Lamb 
Haricot.—Cut 
Into 
two- 
inch squares the meat from three 
pounds of the breast of mutton. 
Wipe clean before cutting, roll In 
seasoned flour. 
In the Iron kettle 
put one pint of dried lima beans 
which have been soaked over night. 
Slice two small onions, then lay the 
meat over all. Cover and bake three 
hours. 
New Orleans Pork and Cabbage. 
—Buy two pounds of the shoulder 
of pork as lean as possible. 
Shred 
one hard cabbage and place in the 
bottom of a well-greased kettle. 
Season the cabbage with salt and 
lapper, adding cne teaspoonful of 
m ustard seeds, half a cupful of 
vinegar, and one teaspoonful of 
brotvn sugar. 
Put the pork on top 
well-floured and bake well covered 
three 
hours.

sweet potatoes. 
Date Pudding.—Wash and cut In 
pieces one package of dates. 
Add 
one quart of milk and cook in a 
double boiler until somewhat thick­ 
ened ; add a speck of salt and serve 
cold.
